engineer in the University at Belle- 
ville were he was awarded a number 
of valuable and much _ coveted 
scholarshis, 

In 1887 he was seized with a de- 
sire to join in pioneer life of the 
west, securing passage by attending 
a load of livestock en route to Cal- 
gary. He first saw Calgary when 
there were only a few scattered build- 
ings where now stand the City of 
the Foothills.

and hired to work on the Bar U 
Ranch. During his first winter in 
the ‘West he worked with William 
Roper Hull killing beef for the In- 
dians In the spring he returend to 
the Bar U Ranh and spent that 
summer driving horses to Wetaski- 
win, After working for Angus 
Sparrow for about 10 years Ne bought 
17 colts from Sam Howe, broke and 
gold them, and thus began ranching 
for himself, moving to what was 
known as the Hippo Ranch in the 
vicinity where the Carseland bridge 
now stands, 

A year later he took up the Heap 
Sea Ranch south of Strathmore 
Later he also bought a ranch on the 
Red Deer near Finnegan’s Ferry. 

At Crossfield he met Miss Minnie 
McCormick and they were married 
on Christmas Day 1906. Mrs, Brown 
predeceased him on August ard, 
1939, 

He moved to Gleichen in 1915 to 
provide educational opportunities for 
his family and he built a very fine 
house. He leaves to mourn his loss 
four children; Vivian, Laurier, Georg- 
{na and Aurthur, as well as six grand- 
children, 

An active member of the Old 
Timers’ Assoviation as long as his 
healti: permitted. His other interests 
jnf@luded membership in the Masonic 
Order for more than forty years and 
at the time of his passing was 
Worthy Patron of the Eastern Star.

‘Ten xtra ration coupons will 
again be made valid to consumers 
this year for canning purposes the 
Wartime Frives and Trade Board an- 
nounces, The Y coupons in the pres- 
ent ration book fave been set aside 
for that purpose, Officials said that 
as in previous years,, ten pounds of 
sugar will be divided by declaring 
valid five coupons at different dates 
during the canning season. On May 
15 coupons Y1 to Y5 inclusive became 
valid while another five coupons Y to 
Y10 will be declared valid July 17. 
In May this means that consumers 
will have a total of seven coupons, 
as regular coupons S49 to S50 bevame 
due revently, Officials pointed out 
Uat while the ten pounds of sugar is 
made available primarily for canning 
purposes, the coupons may also be 
used for the puravase of rationed 
jams, jellies and preserves,

SHOULD CANADA ARM? 
Considerable discussion on this 
startling question has been provoked 
by a survey of world armaments mada 
by the military correspondent of the 
New York /Times. Observers- here 
claim that there is, as yet no “cry- 
beilized public” opinion on ‘ the 
problem and serious consideration of 
it is found in very limited vircles, 
However, those who advise prepard- 
ness and even peace time conscrip- 
tion are becoming more vocal 
perhaps deeper thinking on Canada’s 
position should be recommended, 
The staggering facts shown in the 
paper are that the nations are main- 
taining nineteen million men under 
arms and are spending 27 billion dol- 
lars a year on defence, 
WHAT IS INVOLVED? « 
Many contend that if Canada is 
to be an effective favtor in this kind 
of an armament race it is obvious 
that she would require men and money 
out of all proportion to her wealth 
and population Certainly a glance 
at the figures wuld seem to confirm 
this view as our total budget for the 
present year for all purposes is just 
slightly over two billion dollars of 
whicit a very large part vould be list- 
ed as ‘‘uncontrollable.” Our present 
permanent force is made up of 16,- 
285 army, 10,461 air and 6,275 navy, 
The question is how much are we 
able and willing to add to our budget 
(to be paid out of taxes) and our 
armed forces (recruited or conscript- 
ed from our youthful manpower) to 


keep up with other nations It is con-| 


tended that Canada’s armed strengh 
may have to be greatly invreased 
if this country is to play a self re- 
specting, role aS a partner of the 
British commonwealth and the United 
States in defence and as a member 
of the United Nations:and that we 
must prune all unnecessary items 
from the budget so as to finance this 
program, 

WHAT WILL WE GIVE? 

The question which no one who 
takes this view is willing to answer 
is “what substantial items can we 
give up in ofder to have a self re- 
specting defence force”, 

There are many who contend that 
the additional items which must be 
added to our budget ahead of a large 
army are: more substantial old age 
pensions and adequate ‘health  in- 
surance program and our projected 
public investment plan, Certainly no 
responsible person openly suggests 
that we should discontinue family al- 
lowance on reduce our re-establish- 
ment and pension plans for veterans. 
OUR PLANS IN UNITED NATIONS 

The greatest value from the dis- 
cussions and controversies about. our 
defenve is the growing realization ghat 
our hope of continuing peace and 
prosperity can come only from the 
success of the United Nations orgam 
ization ‘Whatever. the cost of ovr 
membership might be, it will be much 
less than the cost involved in trying 
to maintain an armed force in keep- 
ing with our position in world af- 
fairs, If a United Nations polico 
system is possible we must be ready 
to bear our just share and few doubt 
that Canadians will make whatever 
sacrifice is necessary to do this, It 
will be hard to convince Canadians 
that they should pay high taxes and 
impose peace time conscription for 
any lessen objective.

However, in spite 
of the adverse conditions there, many observers are confident that Britain 
will come through this, as she came through the seemingly hopeless months 
when she stood alone against the powerful and aggressive forces of Ger- 
many and Italy. Her people did not give up then, and it is unlikely that 
they will give up now.

Put 1 c. lukewarm water in 
bread bowl, add 1 envelope 
Royal Fast Rising Dry Yeast 
and 1 tsp. sugar, stir; let stand 
10 min. Scald 2 c. milk, add 
5 tbs. sugar; add 5 tsp. salt; 
cool to lukewarm, Add to 
yeast with 1 c. water; add 6 c, 
sifted flour; beat well. Add 5 
tbs. melted shortening and 6 
c. more sifted flour, or enough 
to make easily handled dough. 
Knead dough quickly and 
lightly until smooth and elas- 
tic. Place dough in greased 
bowl, cover; set in warm place, 
free from draft, Let rise until 
doubled in bulk. Punch dough 
down in bowl; let rise again 
until about 34 as high as first 
rise. When light, divide into 
4 equal portions; shape into 
balls. Cover with cloth; let 
rest 10 to 15 min. Shape into 
loaves; place in greased bread 
pans. Cover; let. rise until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour, 
Bake in 425° F, oven for 15 
min,, then reduce heat to 
375° F. Finish baking about 
30 min, longer.

System For 
Yellowknife 


At Yellowknife, in the North-West 
Territories, a ‘franchise has been 
awarded which will result in the im- 
mediate formation of the Yellowknife 
Telephone Company Limited, to elim- 
inate the great inconvenience of 
“walking” when the flick of a dial 
will serve the purpose. Scores of busi- 
ness organizations and residents of 
the booming frontier mining town 
have pledged financial aid through 
the ‘purchase of shares in the new 
company. 

The lines will weave a zig-zag pat- 
tern from a nerve-centre in Yellow- 
knife over hundreds of miles of al- 
most unmarked terrain, connecting 
up outlying camps such as Giauque 
Lake, Salmita-Courageous, Johnston 
Lake, Indian Lake, Gordon Lake, 
Pensive, Ross Lake (the site of tan- 
talum mines), and Great Bear Lake 
where radium and uranium are pro- 
duced. 

All of these telephones will connect 
up with the “outside” world by radio 
hook-in, much the same as that em- 
ployed in ship-to-shore communica- 
tions on the Great Lakes and else- 
where.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—The Midwest

exploding cereal grains into flour by 


Research Institute is

Harold Vagtborg, president of the 


organization, called the process one 
which has “possibilities of revolution- 
izing the milling industry to the ad- 
vantage of both the miller and the 
consumer,” 

Vagtborg said the significance of 
the experiments was in the fact that 
preferential separation of the com- 
ponent parts of the grain thus can be 
obtained, He said wheat flour can be 
made free of the germ, something ex- 
ceedingly difficult under conventional 
milling standards. 

“We have reached the stage,” he 
said, ‘where we shall need a large- 
scale pilot plant at the institute to 
make commercial tests. We are pro- 


posing to invest $50,000 in equipment 
and $50,000 in personnel-and supplies 
to carry out the tests for two years.” 

He said plans had been drawn for 
a continuous process plant, with a 
series of explosive dissociaters for 
cycling and segregation processes be- 
tween each so that the finished pro- 
duct will be flour and by-products, or 
merely separated parts of the grain. 
Wheat, oats, sorghums and other 
cereal grains will be used. 

C, J. Patterson, a trustee of the in- 
stitute and a baking company execu- 
tive, called the explosion method a 
process of vast possibilities, 

“We don’t know yet it’s commer- 
cial feasibility in the final making of 
| flour,” he said, “It should be able to 
simplify many of the stages in mill- 
ing and cereal processing, We do 
know that it will do things never 
done before and it may bring lower 


costs in some phases of milling.”

‘To determine the varieties 
suitable to your district find your 
location on the map and decide in 
which horticultural area you live, 
The suitability of each recommended 
variety of fruit or vegetable is clearly 
stated for each area where a revord 
of its performance has been made, 
The publication includes alsodirections 
for planting of shelterbelts, planting 
distances of fruits, a list of hardy 
trees and shrubs for ornamental and 
shelterbelt purposes, and a list of 
perennials suitable for borders and 
rock gartlens. 

It should be pointed out that in 
certain area, selgztion of varicties 
of apples or crabapples _ resistant 
to fire-blight is of major importance, 
Fire-blight was not considered when 
apple varieties were selected for 
inclusion in the list of recommenda- 
tions so a note is inserted here to 
indicate which of the apples and 
crabapples recommended have shown 
definite resistance to this disease, 

Persons plunning to plant apple 
trees now or later are well advised 
to obtain resistant. varities. Consult 
your experimental station for more 
detailed information,
